Until Monday 


Pope Paul will remain in

day. During his stay he will 
meet with Partriarch Alhcna- 
goras I. the spiritual leader 
of the w o r 1 d' s Orthodox 
Christians, who have b e e n 
separated from Rome since 
the 15th Century, although 
the split began in the llth 
Century. 


Pope Paul's journey w i l l 


entail nearly 3,500 miles of 
travel both ways. The long- 
est prior papal trip of this 
century was made by Pope 
John 
XXIII, 
who traveled 


400 miles by rail from Rome 
to 
the 
Italian shrines in 


Lorcto and Assisi in October 
1D62. Pope Paul is the first 
pontiff to fly while in office.

9,000 Troops

Argued Over Rent 


Douglas said the witnesses 


told him the killing took place 
after an argument between 
Lee and Nelson "over the pay- 
ment of rent." 


Lcc struck Nelson in (he

nesses—'Miss Jenkins, Fanton, 
and Gilman—would bo held 
for further investigation, but 
said "I won't know if charges 
will be filed against them un- 
til the police have completed 
their investigation." He said 
this would "probably be some- 
time Monday." 


A police report said Lee 


had a wife who resides in 
Kansas City, but another re- 
port, also from police, said 
he did not. Confirmation on 
cither report was not im- 
mediately available.

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Peace Always Looks Good

World peace I* a chi-rlsiiod goal that 


will be in the aspirations of people of many 
lands until, if ever, it is finally achieved. 
But as longingly as a people may seek 
peace, they must maintain a cautious guard 
against the pitfalls that arc a part of any 
agreements reached with a foreign power. 
This year has started with announcement 
by President Lyndon B. Johnson that he 
would launch a peace offensive in t h o 
months ahead. 
This, it might be added, was reported 


as having been announced despite the 


fact that 1964 is an elec- 
tion year. The contrast 
drawn there by a wire 
service writer is not a 
particularly complimen- 


tary one to the nation and its statesmen. 
The implication is that a president would 
normally want conflict and turmoil in the 
world during an election year. This has 
been a common matter of speculation in 
the political life of the nation and a piece 
of speculation that we would do well to 
eliminate. It is ridiculous to think that the 
President of the United States would stoop 
to such low tactics for political gain. 


The assumption is that In a time of 


crisis, the incumbent has nn advantage 
since there is the old inclination of the 
people not to change horj.cs in the middle 
of the stream. Theoretically, continuity is 
important during a crisis and thereby of 
benefit to the party in power. 


Some of these assumptions and theories 


may he correct but it is a mistake to be- 
lieve that they would be used as political 
tools. If we have today or have ever had 
in our past a president who would risk war 
to further his own political ambitions, then 
we are a rather pathetic nation. This is 
the kind of talk we should eliminate from 
the national scene. 


* 
Following the announcement by Presi- 


dent Johnson, Premier Nikita Khrushchev 
of Russia has also proposed a new era of 
peace and called upon nations to renounce 
the use of force in settlement of border 
disputes. Significantly, he said that this is 
the only way in which the world will settle 
the ultimate reunification of such divided 
nations as Viet Nam and Germany. That 
is significant because it gives recognition 
to the proposition of reunification, a mat- 
ter that the Krcmlcn has not been too clear 
on in recent years. Of course. Moscow still 
xvants reunification on communist terms but 
at least the Reds have not yet settled for 
a permanent division of nations and a 
permanent point of conflict between East 
and West. 


Despite the hopes of Johnson and the 


expressions of Khrushchev, pcuce is still 
just a cherished dream and a long way 
from fulfillment. To begin with, It Is doubt- 
ful that the U.S. and Russia alone could 
agree in tin* very near future upon terms 
for the renunciation of the use of force In 
the settlement of disputes. This will alwaxs 
lie a difficult area in which to find agree- 
ment because no nation is willing to give 
up Its sovereignty—its right to retaliate In 
the face of provocation. And seldom can 
two nations at odds agree as to what con- 
stitutes provocation against the other. Ja- 
pan considered it provocation in 1941 when 
the United Stains would not accede to tier 
demands for settlement of Asiatic disputes. 


Today, one wonders what, if anything, 


Russia might consider provocation against 
the United States on the part of Cuba. Cu- 
ban subversion and intervention in the af- 
fairs of other Latin American countries 
could become a serious provocation to the 
United States but Russia would not view 
it as such. Any agreement against the use 
of force could and probably would break 
down at any such point as that. 


Such a situation, of course, is one over 


which neither Russia or the United States 
has direct control—another point of diffi- 
culty in any matter of arms control. The 
U.S. and Russia might agree to the limita- 
tion of the use of force, hut what is to be 
done in regard to the other nations of the 
world? 


It is not likely that U.S. allies would 


provoke open warfare but it is not at all im- 


possible. It is very pos- 
sible indeed that C o m - 
munist China m i g h t 
bring on war with her 
declared policy of ag- 


gression against democracy. The United 
Stales could never agree to the elimination 
of the use of arms unless there was some 
assurance that such agreement would cover 
all nations. Thus, we are obviously a very 
long way from that day when we can say 
that war is not only improbable, but im- 
practical and impossible. We are a long 
way from what Premier Khrushchev has 
suggested. 


The best we can hope for in the cur- 


rent state of international affairs is some 
reduction of arms and limited agreements 
over territorial disputes. It simply is not 
within the power ol Russia and the United 
States to determine the settlement of ter- 
ritorial disputes that could erupt between 
many nations of the world. 


A Long Way 


To Go 


Newton's Day 


If you never had a taste lor mathemat- 


ics and physics this morning's announce- . 
ment will bring on a tinge of pain. 


This is the birth anniversary of Sir 


Isaac Newton who started out in 1642, grew 
up and discovered his law of gravity. That 
part was all right. But he loaded the world 
up with a lot ol higher mathematics. People 
can catch a falling applo with facility, 
which they could do before Iris time. But 
catching his integral calculus is another 
matter. 


To most of us ungraccd 
with com- 


puter minds there is some satisfaction in 
Newton's ultimate downfall. His mathe- 
matics was good enough for mundane 
things, but when it came down to such in- 
finitely small computations regarding at- 


oms and infinitely large ones involving 
the universe its equations got the bends. 
And now we have quantum physics which 
is so far beyond most of us that no pain is 
felt. 


Only a few were hurt. One recalls the 


comment of former Nebraska Chancellor 
Reuben E. Gustafson who stood by when 
fellow scientists started the first atomic 
l«lc cooking in the Argonnc laboratory at 
the University of Chicago. He said at that 
moment almost all the science he had 
learned fell to the floor, mostly useless. 


U'e of lesser minds cannot recall that 


any of us lost our educations in a shorter 
time than two years after graduation. Some- 
times it pays not to know too much. 


We're Getting Hurt 


Nebraska financial centers a r e talk- 


ing about the impressive departure of in- 
vestment capital from the state as a result 
of new legislation calculated to .strengthen 
intangible tax procedures. 


The walkout was described as taking 


place between the maturing of the legisla- 
tion last fall and January l. \o figures 
have been given, but estimates place the 
amount as considerable—enough to affect 
seriously the state's growth potential. 


Apparently 
there 
is 
no 
statutory 


means for preventing investment capital 
from seeking advantageous locations, and 
probably there is no practical means to 
do so either. But since capital prefers to 
depart rather than enter into a contest 
for a more sensible intangible tax law. the 
problem of what to do about the situa- 
tion devolves on the people of Nebraska 


generally as they act in the future through 
their elected representatives. 


In respect to growth as a financial cen- 


ter Nebraska must face the fact that it has 
contrived a law winch penalizes domestic 
institutions and favors competition resid- 
ing elsewhere especially where taxes dwell 
more lightly against investment portfolios. 
This, of course, is antigrowth. 


The law also suggests the departure 


of security holding individuals, depleting 
both the state population and the capital 
needed to develop Nebraska's resources. 


If there \\as an argument that tax for- 


giveness for domestic stock would cause 
the state to burgeon with new growth, the 
years have failed to support it. 


There arc few who would say that in- 


tangibles should escape taxation. But most 
will agree that a bad law is worse than no 
law, which seems to be the fix we are in.

t.) work under." 
That 


sounds like the same man who said before 
the 1960 Democratic convention that soon 
"the dark horses will be out to pasture" 
and that a candidate shouldn't be expected 
to "pass a religious blood test." That is 
quite a different style from that of a speech 
which deliberately stirs fair.t echoes of the 
Gettysburg Address. 


M lakes time and the experience of

It's rather formidable. 


The list of queries put to 


the attorney general in re- 
cent months is long, and we 
shall not attempt to n o t e 
them all — just some high- 
lights to show the scope of 
the questions. 


—A list of 50 questions has 


been submitted by the firm 
conducting a state account- 
ing study to see whether the 
change to an automated ac- 
counting system can be made 
prior 
to 
a constitutional 


amendment and without re- 
vising some existing laws. 


—The Normal Board wants 


to know U the shell of a build- 
ing would constitute the first 
unit of a building. 


—The 
Educational 
Tele- 


vision Commission has made 
the decision concerning loca- 
tion of the first two ETV 
towers, and has reaffirmed 
that decision, but has asked 
the attorney general if its 
decision was right. 


—The Legislature in its re- 


cent special session, in sev- 
eral ways, asked the attor- 
ney general to help it write 
laws on time sales matters.

Our purpose in calling at- 


tention to this situation is 
not to criticize as such, but 
to try to understand why it 
has happened. 


Before ;ji'oceeding 'urther, 


we want to make it abun- 
dantly clear that we know 
the attorney general very 
properly should be asked to 
render opinions on important 
questions of constitutionality, 
and 
for 
interpretations of 


laws on major m a t t e r s . 
That's part of his job. 


We also want In say em- 


phatically that we feel the 
fate of the state is v c r y 
sale in (he capable hands of 
Clarence 
Meyer. He's an 


astute lawyer, a stickler for 
the letter of the law. and u 
gentleman of unquestionable 
integrity. 


But we think he should not 


have to be asked questions 
on relatively minor matters 
which should have been set- 
tled while the laws were be- 
ing written, he should not be 
asked to determine policy 
in lawmaking, and he should 
not be asked virtually to 
shoulder the responsibility of 
making 
decisions w h i c h 


properly belong on other ex- 
ecutives' shoulders.

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Why h a s it happened? 


Many will say it's because 
people have lost faith in the 
Legislature and the laws it 
passes — they're afraid to 
take a law at face v a l u e 
anymore. But that's j u s t 
l o o k i n g for someone to 
blame, rather then trying to 
find the reason. 


It cannot be denied that 


several errors were com- 
mitted by the 1963 Legisla- 
ture. But rather than engag- 
ing in wholesale condemna- 
tion of the lawmaking body, 
let's try to understand what 
problems it faces. 


First of all, legislators are 


human beings and us such, 
are not infallible. Still 
we 


seem 
to 
demand 
infalli- 


bility. If that's 
what we 


want, and, of course, it's to 
be desired, then should we 
not also give them the tools 
with which to work to in- 
crease the opportunity for 
perfection? 


Nebraska's comparatively 


small handful of lawmakers 
—an overwhelming majority 
of whom have no legal train- 
ing—today 
are 
asked 
to 


write 
letter-perfect l a w s 


dealing with a vast number 
of problems. They 
had to 


consider more than 800 pro- 
posed 
laws 
dealing 
with 


widely diversified matters in 
the 19C3 session. That's a 
staggering load. 


And they made some mis- 


takes. We're not trying to 
minimize the importance of 
those errors, but it is not 
only uncharitable, it's just 
plain wrong to suggest that 
because they made mistakes 


they should be judged as 
incapable and their every 
act automatically suspect. 


Since we don't have a Leg- 


islature constituted solely of 
trained lawyers, should it 
not at least have a legal 
staff which could provide the 
technical assistance neces- 
sary to develop proper laws? 
This would leave the sena- 
tors free to make policy de- 
cisions, which, after all, is 
their primary purpose. 


We devoutly hope that the 


19G5 Legislature will serious- 
ly consider employing some 
competent attorneys to serve 
as legal counsel for at least 
the major standing com- 
mittees. S u c h assistance 
could add Immeasurably to 
solving 
complicated 
legal 


issues while laws are being 
developed, rather than hav- 
ing to try to rectify errors 
later. 


•d 
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It also must be noted that 


some of the questions direct- 
ed to the attorney general 
h a v e 
resulted 
from 
a 


marked animosity between 
some executive agencies and 
the Legislature. 


Every session of the Legis- 


lature has made mistakes, 
but there was something less 
than reluctance on the part 
of some agencies in recent 
months to have it put on the 
line that the lawmakers had 
pulled some boners. 


We also want to state it 


plainly that we think many 
of those agencies had a very 
legitimate gripe, and there 
was confusion, and they do 
have to know exactly what 
they are legally -empowered 
to do. 


It can only be hoped that 


the future will bring a great- 
er degree of effort from both 
branches of government to 
try to understand each oth- 
er's problems while the is- 
sues arc being settled, ra- 
ther than after the Legisla- 
ture has adjourned. 


It is also hoped that execu- 


tive agencies will be firm in 
their resolve to accept the 
responsibilities with which 
they arc charged.

They came up with a 
nickel-iron mixture a l l o y 
that is called, appropriately, 
"invar" which docs not vary 
appreciably in sorts of in- 
door temperatures. Yet nick- 
el and iron do vary w h e n 
apart. 


Then there is the famous 


Woods metal, which solidi- 
fies from a liquid state with 
scarcely a change. It is good 
for the hosts of metal pat- 
tern-makers who need to re- 
produce their intricate wood 
patterns in mntal. A sister 
alloy, Rose's metal, is more 


stable and does not melt as 
easily, but does melt when 
dipped into boiling water.

loys must have had patience 
and faith that somehow the 
elements 
in

scales and divisions would 
come to heed the demands 
of 
man 
for 
"impossible" 


things. 


Then c o m e s nichromc, 


used for heating elements. 
The wonder here is that it 
gets hot out in the open— 
,not covered with a bulb, not 
allowed .to get to a flame-hot 
point. It lasts long. T y p e 
metal expands when it sets 
in the mold or tinder the lat- 
tcr's resistance. It does not 
shrink like other lead com- 
binations. And on and on. 


One wonders where all this

State Aeronautics Di- 
rector James Sandstedt re- 
cently opined the proposed 
1.152-foot tower might be' a 
hazard to air traffic because 
Mead is a junction for a num- 
ber of airlines flying across 
the state and private planes 
for position checks. 


McBride said the ETV Com- 


mission at its meeting here 
Wednesday will discuss t h e 
matter, but emphasized it will 
have to wait for the FAA de- 
cision before doing anything. 


McBride said he doubts the 


commission would drastically 
revise its plans even if the 
FAA turns down the planned 
Mead tower. 


He said the commission 


would probably compromise 
with a shorter tower or by 
moving it to another location 
near Mead which would be 
acceptable to the FAA.
